Stale Committee Meets at 
Capitol at Noon, 


To ascertain 
democratic candidate president of 
the United States, the state executive 
committee, at a meeting as noon today 
in the senate chamber, will call a state 
primary to be held, it is stated, some- 
time the latter part of April, or the 
first of May. 

There are, approximately, fifty mem- 
bers of the state committee, and it ig 
expected that most of them will be 
here; all those who cannot attend will 
undoubtedly send their proxies to 
someone who will represent them. 

Chairman W. C. Wright, of Newnan, 
will preside over the meeting. Only 
the presidential primar) will be dealt 
with; a date for it will be fixed, rules 
governing it will be adopted, and it 
will be decided what registration shall 
be used. 

Date May Be Early in May. 

While the members of the committee 
who have arrived in Atlanta have 
reached no definite conclusion as to a 
date for the presidential primary, the 
consensus of opinion seems to be that 
a date somewhere around May 1 would 
be a convenient and suitable one. 

Members of the committee who have 
already reached Atlanta have varied 
ideas about the date. Out of eight or 
ten members who named dates which 
would be most satisfactory to them, no 
two of them hit upon the same date. 
They started out with April 15 and 
went all the way from there to May 
15; and the indications are that possi- 
bly a dozen different dates within a 
space of six weeks, will be suggesicd 
at the meeting.

Plan to Deliver Mail in Small 


Towns and Vil- 
lages. 


Washington, March 11.—Extension of 
free mail delivery service to villages 
and small towns throughout the coun- 
try being urged upon congress by 
Postmaster General Hitchcock. He has 
forwarded to the senate and house com- 
mittee of postoffices and postroads a 
recommendation that an appropriation 
of $1,000,000 be made to put the vil- 
lage delivery service into 
providing that not more than $1,800 a 
year be allowed for the work at any 
single office. 

Iexcept On rural routes delivery of 
mail by carriers is confined by existing 
law to cities having a population of 
19,000 or more or annual receipts: at 
postoffice of at least $10,000. The 
Carrier delivery service.now is in oper- 
ation in 1,541 citles and the carriers 
serve an urban population of 45,000,000. 
The rural carriers deliver mail on 32,- 
OU routes to about 20,000,000 people. 
This leaves between 25,000,000 and 39,- 
000,000 people who reside in villages 
and Ssinall towns without any form of 
free mail delivery. 

“While it is scarcely feasible,” said 
Mr. tlitchcock today, ‘‘to establish com- 
plete free delivery service in villages 
and towns on account. of the heavy ex- 
pense.

Florida Senator Denies There 
Has Been Any Gigantic 
Land Swindle. 


—— 


Washington, March 11.—‘We_ are 
here to give the public scientific data 
—-not opinions. I want this thing 
stopped right where it is,” 

Senator Fletcher, of Florida, today 
thus quoted Secretary of Agriculture 
Wilson, referring to the time when the 
circular on the drainage of the Flor- 
ida Everglades wag suppressed in the 
department. Senator Fletcher ap- 
peared before the Everglades investi- 
gating committee and assume respon- 
sibility for bringing the matter to 
the attention of Secretary Wilson. 

Senator Fletcher said that the cir- 
cular in controversy may have con- 
tained some truth, but he thought that 
in the main it: was unfair and unjusf, 
and, on the whole, would convey an 
erroneous impression. 

Senator Fletcher said drainage 
the Everglades had been a political 
issue in Florida. He did not know of 
anyone who doubted the feasibility of 
reclaiming the Everglades. The dif- 
ferences, he said, were over the ques- 
tions of cost and length of time re- 
quired for the work. There was also a 
difference of opinion as to the value 
of the reclaimed land.

With more than a million coal miners 
on strike in Great Britain and 150,900 
miners.in Germany voting to quit work 
to force higher wages, a severe coal 
shortage in Europe is faced.

Washington, D. (C., March 11.—Con- 
fressiona!] investigation of the base- 
ball trust, the ‘“‘moyst audacious and 
autocratic trust in the country” was 
proposed in a resolution introduced 
by Representative Gallagher, of I}li- 
nois, today. The measure would cre- 
ate a special committee of seven rep- 
resentatives to inquire of the depart- 
ment of justice “what steps have been 
taken against the baseball trust as 
aginst other illegal combinations,” 
to subpoena witnesses and employ as- 
sistants. It accused the “baseball 
trust” of presuming “to control the 
baseball game, it’s officials announc- 
ing daily through. the press the dic- 
tates of the governing commission 
how competition is stifled, territory 
and games apportioned, how men are 
ensla\ed and forced to accept salaries 
and terms or be forever barred from 
playing.”

Still, if the case were within 
patent law, Chief Justice White said 
he would dissent because he Lelieved 
“such an extraordinary, power of con- 
tract should be subject to the law of 
the land.”

“Arguments based upon suggestions 
of public policy not recognized in pat- 
ent law,” said he, “are not relevant.

The decisions of this court, 
as we construed them, do not so limit 
the power granted the patentee, and 
we could not so restrict a patent grant 
without overruling a long line of judi-

think, would answer every purpose of 
the primary. 

Eiven if the date should te the latter 
part of April, it is said purged lists 
could be secured in many counties: 1n 
fact, in nearly all of them, for in most 
counties it requires only a day or two 
for the purging process. 

With a date early in May, however, 
the completed purged lists could be 
secured from the 1912 registration, and 
the privilege of voting in the primary 
could be extended to every democrat 
who will be qualified to vote in the 
presidential election in November.
